In the said Regulations : 

I. In “Chapter IV — Registered Students”, after Regu- 
lation 28, ana before "Chapter V — Qualifying Examina- 
tions”, the following new Regulation 28A shall be added, 
namely : 

“28A. Coaching Administration and Training.— (1) 
The Council may arrange lor imparting training to 
Registered Students and for this purpose establish and 
operate a Coaching Administration, make rules in con- 
nection therewith and charge such fees as may be 
specified. 

(2) The Coaching Administration shall at all times 
function subject to the control, supervision and direc- 
tion of the Training and Educational Facilities Com- 
mittee.

111. for the existing Sub-regulation (1) of regula- 
tion 33, the following shall be substituted, namely : 

“33. Admission to Final Examination. — (1) No 
candidate shall be admitted to the Final Examination 
unless he is a Registered Student and has passed the 
Intermediate Examination of the Institute or of the 
dissolved company and unless he has paid all his dues 
within the seventh day of the second month preceding 
the month in which the examination is held ; 

Provided, however, that a candidate registered as a 
student before 1st January 1965 shall not be admitted 
to any Final Examination to be held prior to 31st 
January 1968 unless a minimum period of eleven 
months has elapsed between the date of his passing 
the Intermediate Examination and the first day of the 
month of the Final Examination :
